5G® 9 north, 
and long. 117 o 43 west from Green- 
wich, for thepur|>os'e of penetrating to 
tho western ocean. 

"I followed up tho watora of this 
rivor to their source, carried over tho 
height of laud, whioh is only 700 
yards— from thence I continued my 
route down a small rivor which I found 
discharged itself into tho branch of a 
largo one that the natives call Tacout- 
che TessQ or Tacoutch river. We 
■were carried down this jiver by tho 
strength of the .current. with velocity .1 
found tliatit took too much a southern 
course to bring me to the s6b, as soon 
as I expected, from the best informa- 
tion I could procure, judged it did 
not discharge itself to the northward 
of the river of the west, a branch, if 
not the whole of which, I take it to 

"Though I was sensible that this 
was the best, but not tho shortest 
communication with tho sea, my then 
Bituation would not admit of my tak- 
ing it. Therefore I returned up tho 
xiverfive day's journey, left my canoe 
■and what "oilier lading we could not 
carry with us iu lat. 'y?> = N. aud long. 
152 ° 43 W.; travoUod fifteen days, 
and arrived on tho western ocean. Tho 
soa along tho coast boiug much inter- 
spersed with islands; I borrowed a 
canoe from the natives, wont about, 
•twenty leagues out amongst theni; 

• here I found myself iu lat. ')2 ^ '2:5 N. 
-and long. 12S° 15 W. 

"From this I rutuniod the 23rd 
July, by the same roiul I went, and 
arrived safe with my people tho 24th 
August, at the place from which 1 had 
taken my departure.

EXOI^lTSIVE TO THE COLONIST- 



The Railway,. 

YoHtorduy we piin'.ea from an Otta- 
wa paper what purports to bo the ad- 
vance copy of au official advertisement 
shortly to be issued from the Public 
Works Department at Ottawa. If the 
authenticity of the copy can be relied 
ouitiB evident that the Dominion 
Government are preparing to carry mto 
effect the provisions of the Hailway 
Actof 1873,aud that a bold and vi- 
gorous railway policy is about to he 
iuQUgarated. The Giovornment offers 
20,000 acres of land and $10,000 cash 
per mUe, together with interest at tho 
rate of 4 per cent, per annum for 25 
years from the complellon of the work on 
any further sum which may be stipu- 
lated in the contract. Sir John Mac- 
donald experienced no difficulty m 
forming a company to carry out his 
railway scheme, which comprised a 
cash subsidy of $30,000,000 and 50,- 
000,000 acres of land; the compa- 
ny found it impossible to float the 
stock in liondon and the charter was 
finally surrendered to the Government. 
But it will be remembered that the 
company were bound by their charter 
to complete the road in ten yearsfrom 
tho date of commencement and the 
time-limit acted as au effectual har to 
the disposal of the stock in liondbn. 
The time limit has been struck out of 
the present scheme. Calculating the 
number of miles of rail to bo construct- 
ed at 1800 the cash subsidy will amount 
to $18,000,000 and tho land grant to 
36,000,000 acres — being $12,000,000 
less in money and 14,000,000 acres 
less in land than tho Macdonald 
scheme proposed. But the 4 per 
cent, interest clause ia peculiar 
to the Mackenzie scheme and parties 
tendering will, no doubt, fix the "fur- 
ther sum" on which they will' afljt in- 
terest at a figure that will secure' them 
against the probability of loss , for 25 
years, at the end of which^^time if the 
road be not pajing its own way the 
conutry will not have made that pro- 
gress which it seems reasonable to an- 
ticipate it will. To make the interest 
clause clear to the reader wo will Bup- 
jKiso a company tendering to construct tho 
work for the money subsidy ai^ tho land 
grant and i per cent, interest on an out- 
lay of §25,000,000. This would require 
an annual jmymcnt by tho Governmunt of 
$1,000,000 for 25 years from tho comple- 
tion of the work, which, it will be sosn, 
it would he to their advantage to push 
forward as rapidly us possible. Tlio 
sohemo bears a good look. It seems feas- 
ible, and we shoiikl not be surprised if an 
eagerness was manifested to take hold of 
it on tho terms held out. Mr. Blake is 
now in England, and it is useless to don y 
tliat the main object of his mission ia to 
draw tbo attention of English capitalists 
to the scheme of the Government of which 
he is a member. Wo outertaiu a strong 
hopH thiit ho will oxperif!uoo but littlo dif- 
ficulty in obtaining a favorable response 
in a market wliero money is bo plentifu! 
that it cannot be invested at 2 per cent, 
per annum. 

The Poiioe and the Bawds. 

The press has done its duty: the 
clergymen have done their duty; tho 
Polico Judgo has done hia. And 
the sin now lies at the door of tho 
police. The eyes of all Victoria nro 
turned towards ^Ir. Bowden aud hia 
aids, aud overyouo i.s waiting to seo 
what action they will take towards 
coutining to very narrow limits an evil 
that hna been suffered to increase until 
it has become an intolerable nuisance 
and a blot on the fair fame of this 
lovely little city. No one expects the 
police to suppress the iniquity. They 
have not tho power to work miracles. 
What the London police have failed 
to do the Victoria poiioe aro not 
expected to accompliah. But people 
ask, and have a right to demand, tliat 
tho vicious propensities of those who 
sooiety declare to bo outcast shall not 
bo Huft'ored to occupy places where 
spiderlike they may entrap every 
foolish young person who may ap- 
proach their dens. It is not the ox- 
istenco of vice that wo have fountl 
fault witii; but it is with tho spots it 
has Holectod for its abode — where it 
shocks tho moral sonsibilities and of- 
fends tho eyes and ears of decent 
people and lures the young to destruc- 
tion.

Claims 
considered of niodoiato value last fall 
aro held at rospectablo figures now;— 
tho saying of "going further to faro 
worse," having considerable to do with 
the figures. Considerable improve- 
ments are being made, repairing old 
flumes, and laying down now ones, in 
readiness for tho opening of tlio sea- 
son. One hundred and tweuty-tive men 
nro generally said to bo tho total num- 
ber of persons engaged at all occupa- 
tions on this creek, oxolusive of Chi- 
nese and Indians. 

thk mabeet. 
Provisions of all kinds are scarce. 
Gorke & Co. having sent a large num- 
ber of orders from Victoria,their agent 
here luul to piircliase very consider- 
ably from other traders; especially in 
Hour, which for some time back has 
been altogether held by De Mouvian, 
( Donovan they call him here) who has 
put the price of tho article at $35. 
Another raise of $10 expected on tho 
a]5pearonoo of half-a-dozou mea down 
tho lake. 

All those at present here are sup- 
plied until the end of June; and a 
largo number for a longer period. 
Those coming by Bteainer had better 
provide themselves with bacon and 
fiour at Gleuora, or Telegraph Crook. 
All the beef in the market was dispos- 
ed of on the 15th of April, without the 
loss of a single pound, so that the 
cattle expected by the steamer will ar- 
rive at an opportune time, aud bo most 
welcome to the inhabitants. 

Tho weather is all that can bo desir- 
ed — -the days sunny and warm, and 
tho nights sulliciently cool to purify 
the air and make things agreeable. 

So dull are the times that only two 
saloons aro open for business, the gen- 
eral e.x^change fiu- liquors being "mark 
it down." A twenty-dollar piece is 
greeted with enthusiasm, and the pon- 
der is where the owner came from. I 
am not down-spirited, neither am I in 
want of conlidonco of the future of this 
district; yet 1 am compelled to say that 
new diggings must be found; and that 
without an appropriation from Geo. 
Anthony "Wolkem, — thank the good 
heavens that saw fit to discJiarge him! 

Six nesv boats have been built for 
tbe Lake, aud for tho river to Mc- 
Dame Creek, although it is not very 
clear where tho trade is to come from 
to oven luodnratoly recompense all.

It is with sincere regret I have to an- 
nounce the death of Mr. F. Domiae/, 
(better known as Big Frank) one of 
British Columbia's oldest citizens. His 
was a case of a peculiarly distressing 
nature, and one where the Horvicos of 
an able ]»liysi('ian, HU(!li as Dr. Helmc- 
kou, for only live minutes, would have 
saved a valuable life. Tho last nino 
days of his existence were passed in 
the most intense agony. He will bo 
generally mourned in Cariboo, where 
ho was long a trusted aud useful meni- 
ber of the community; and in this dis- 
trict the best evidence of tho esteem 
in whicii he was held, was the general 
air of sadness pervading tiie counten- 
ances of tho attendants at his funeral 
on the ilth of last month. His ilomiso 
took place at Lake House, at the head 
of Doase Lake, on the 8th; his body 
was conveyed to this place for inter- 
ment by Mr. Wm. Hosfurd. Deceas- 
ed was a native of Austria, aged .')0 
years, and for tho last seventeen years 
a resident of British Columbia. May 
ho rest in peace.

Tho new strike reported iu my last 
on McDame Creek has proved worth- 
less, being a mere spot. Great excite 
moiit prevailed while it lasted. ICvory- 
body went to see tho f)lo])liaiit, ami so 
great was flio rush for mining land 
that iii iido of forty hours ton miles 
of Snow Creek had been located. It 
is all gloom now where all were eo 
confident a few weeks ago, and any or 
all of the ground, according to last 
advices, can be retaken, being almost 
wholly abandoned.
